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Scheme takes heat off students | 


AT the start of the 1995/96 season 
Wycombe Wanderers agreed to 
participate in Freestyle. 

This is Wycombe District 
Council's new leisure scheme for 
the community which has replaced 
the leisure pass scheme, What 
attracted us to the scheme was 
that it offered benefits, with addi- 
tional benefits for those who mast 
need them. 

The aim is to bring most of the 
leisure facilities in Wycombe to 
everyone at an affordable price. 
All Freestyle card holders who 

ualify for higher discounts at 

'ycombe Wanderers can get 
£2.50 off the adult entry to all 
home first team matches and free 
entry to all Capital League games 
and youth team matches at Adams 
Park. 

Those who qualify for thc higher 
discount are: 1) registered unem- 
ployed; ii) regis- 
tered disabled; 
ii) YTS trainees; 
i) students in 
full-time education; v) sixth form 
students and vi) those receiving 
income support, family credit and 
housing benefit etc. For full 
details, call (01494) 446324. 

There are currently more than 
6,000 Freestyle card holders who 
all qualify for five per cent ddis- 
count at Wanderers in Town in the 
Octagon Shopping Centre. 


Although this scheme 15 similar to 


the leisure pass scheme, the differ- 
ence is that it gives a discount tà 
students in full-time education and 
YTS schemes discounted entry tà 
Adams Park at the concessionary 
rate of £4.50 which is £2.50 less 
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than the adult entry fee of £7. I 
will have been at Adams Park for 
four years in January, and can

‘Referees’ mistakes should be monitored by TV’ 


TV appears to be ruling our lives and 
of course this was the reason our 
recent away match at Carlisle was 
switched to a Sunday by Carlisle, 
although both the chairman and I vio- 
lently objected to this, but to no avail. 

We both felt it was unfair on our sup- 
porters having to travel on a Sunday with 
work the next day, but the money of TV 
unfortunately won the day — with no large 
amounts involved nor Wycombe carning 
greatly from the experience. 

I am now a firm believer that referees" 
mistakes should bc monitored by TV, as it 
is in cricket, and I believe it would not 
hold up the game as much as people 
expect and would certainly have overnd- 
den the linesman’s decision against a Car- 
lisle player, who was blatantly offside in 
our penalty box by two yards. It gave them 
an early goal after only three minutes’ 
work. A whole week's work had gone into 
playing for the Carlisle game and we had 
stayed overnight in a hotel ta make sure 
the players were fresh. 

Although I am the first to admit that 
referees and linesmen are only human, 
everyone was amazed at the ground that 
the goal was given and when I watched the 
replay on all the commentators and 
experts Were dumbfounded, 

[һе same applied to our away game at 
Wrexham last week when we lost the serv-

would have realised a mistake was made. 
With all this modern technology, we must 
use its resources and a third umpire 
watching the screen, as I mentioned earli- 
er, as used in cricket, would have saved us 
a great deat of heartache and costly mis- 
takes would have been avoided. I realise 
this works in both directions but as TV is 
having such a big influence anyway, why 
not use it to get the right result, 

Keeping on the TV theme, I must say I 
am dismayed and disappointed with. the 
attitude of some of the спин being 
made by clubs in the Endsleigh League 
Division Two about the split V money 
being &0/20 per cent for fhe smaller clubs. 

This is based purely on financial gain and 
greed and is certainly not good for the 
overview of football. I sincerely hope the 
chairmen from the lower leagues will 
resist the bombastic attitude of some of 
the members of Division One and “that 
these clubs are not able to steamroller the 
divisions for this money as it will cause 
endless problems in the future, 

I hope vou will notice our youth team

When 
you consider they spent all of last season 
near the bottom of the division, this is a 
wonderful achievement and I am sure 
they will go from strength to strength.

“It's no coincidence that our away 
form is better than our home form. 
How often have you felt embarrassed 
when the away contingent at Adams 
Park out-sing the home fans? I've 
always hated the need to find a ‘whip- 
ping boy" to crucify every week, no mat- 
ter how he plays. We all have our 
favourites and I could never understand 
why Martin O'Neill picked Simon Sta- 

leton so often. But my attitude was — 
he's the manager and he must see 
something I don't, so give the player 
the benefit of the doubt. 

“Wycombe fans are the worst Pve 
known in this respect. ] remember 
when-Steve Guppy used to get ‘stick 
regularly and even Dave Carroll, one of 
the most consistent and skilful mem- 
bers of the team. Now it's John Wil- 
liams, They chastise the poor man every 
time he makes a mistake, but conven- 
iently po anything he does well. | 
remember Steve Brown getting the 
same treatment when he first arrived. 
He showed amazing 
courage and resilience 
to prove them wrong 
and went on to 
become player of the 
year, I've detected at 
recent games that 
even Miquel Desouza 
is starting to get 
‘stick’. It seems that 17 
goals in 2f games is just not good 
enough. 

“There is often a pessimistic attitude 
and the atmosphere this season has 
been very gloomy. You'd think that 
Wycombe were in the bottom four 
looking at the fans’ faces! With the new 
stand about to be built and team doing 
as well as ever, you'd expect the place 
to be buzzing with excitement — hut, 
sadly, it isn't, Some fans have been 
spoilt and now take it all for granted, | 
must admit that I felt gloomy when 
Martin O'Neill left and I didn't share 
the optimism surrounding Alan Smith's 
appointment, But I'm glad to admit 
that T was wrong on that one, 

“The spodt-with-success syndrome 
was cured at other clubs by a sharp 
dose of relegation. Nottingham Forest 
supporters quickly rallicd around after 
4 season in the First Division. They 
learned to appreciate what they'd lost. 
Lets hope that Wycombe fans some- 
how find some other cure." 

The writer did supply his name and 
address. It was my decision not tà pub- 
lish it because of his controversial 
views. [s his description. of some 
Wycombe fans fair? Have we really 
been spoilt by success? 

Personally T don't agree with every- 
thing my correspondent had to say, but 
he made some very valid points. 1 
wholeheartedly agree with him on one 
ESE, 

Lets be more positive. about. what 
we've got here. We're in a lot better 
shape than many clubs and the future 
will be bright if we rally to the cause.
